END OF PEASANT FARMER? 


Visitors to Shansi often remark 
on the peacefulness and prosperi- 
ty-that still prev in this Pro- 
vince, writes the Taiyuan (Shansi) 
correspondent of the P. wy 
imes. How then can there. be 
war strain?” It is nearly 3 year 
since there was any fighting, ‘and 
that was not very prolonged. -But 
even Shansi has felt the strain of 
the conditions that prevail all over 
the country. And in an agricul- 
tural province this: strain is more 
easily felt than in the great com- 
mercial and industrial centres. 

This year’s taxes were collected 
last year. Next year’s will soon 
be required.

long-continued strain of the mili- 
tary préparations. There is a 
military levy, at so much per acre, 
torbe paid by all Jand-owners. 
There are other expenses which 
the peasant farmers have had, to 
meet, connected with the supply of 
men and animals for transport 
purposes, The result of this i 
beginning to .be apparent, and i6 
rather serious. One hears of 
cases in which farmers find that 
it is not paying to farm their own 
Jund. The total costs involved, 
including ordinary and special 
taxation, hire of any extra labour 
that may be needed (at enhanced 
rates, owing to the. shortage of, 
skilled labourers), are much 
higher than formerly. , Then on 
the other side, the prices for grain 
jand: flour are less, owing. to the 
fact that export is, not easy be- 
cuuse of the disturbed conditions 
on the railways.
